At the time c* his retirement, 
Nelson indicated he was through 
with big time golf as a competitor.

But 
now the mighty man from Roan- 
oke, Texas, has felt the urge to get 
back with the boys and to battle 
for the bucks. 


There are probably several rea 
sons why he decided to return. 
One could be that the PGA now 
neeeds the magic name of Nelson 
since their top drawing card, Ban- 
tam Ben Hogan, has been side- 
lined, probably - permanently, by 
an unfortunate highway accident. 
Another is that Nelson is a born 
battler. It probably did not set too 
well within him to finish so far 
out of contention at Augusta when 
he and a lot of other folks figured 
him a serious threat to take his 
third Masters. 


Another reason could be his 
pride. The galleries which form- 
erly trailed in his wake, more or 
less deserted him for the front 
runners dur’ the final rounds 
at Augusta. He knew too that 
his game ha? lost that razor 
edge sharpness that regular 
pressure competition gives it. 
If he is to continue a top-flight- 
er he will have to hit the trial 
again. Another angle could be 
that the absence from the head- 
lines made him less of an attrac- 
tion for exhibitions, which he 
has been busily engaged in since 
retiring. 

Whatever the reason, Lord 
Byron’s return is a great break for 
golf in general. A great competi- 
tor with asound game, it should 
tor with a sound game, it should 
championship form again. Now in 
his late thirties, Byrogy may not 
scale the heights he once did, but 
the wide open battle now being 
staged by the play-for-pay boys 
offers an excellent opportunity for 
a consistent player like Nelson.

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Teachers Who Can Teach ~ 


A long time ago it was the teachers 
of Greek, of Latin and of mathematics 
who controlled education in our country. 

The pendulum swung. It now is con- 
trolled by the professionals of the teach- 
ers’ schools who have proved they can 
teach a man or woman the methods of 
teaching, but do not always provide him 
with the ability to teach.. He may know 
“how.” Yet he may not be able to teach. 

That the pendulum swuhg too far is 
obvious. 

There exists at the University of Geor- 
gia, although politely restrained, a great 
gulf between the school of education and 
the liberal arts colleges. The original in- 
tent of the recent Minimum Foundation 
included a cleverly worded section which 
would have made post-graduates of the 
greatest universities in the world ineligi- 
ble to teach unti] they had taken the 
“methods” courses at some teachers’ col- 
lege. The same gulf exists on every State 
university campus in America. 

The professionals, while they are by 
no means entirely to blame, must never- 
theless bear the brunt of responsibility for 
the present shaky and unhappy condition 
of education, not merely in the South, 
where we are poorest, but in all other 
States, where education is in need and is 
proved inadequate. 

The people, indeed, have sensed that 
merely adding more and more funds is 
not at all the answer. They are seeing 
that a major job of surgery is needed and 
that responsible leaders must take the 
pendulum and put a governor upon it so 
that it may not swing too far back again. 


But swing, it must. Somewhere between 
the extremes of the classical school and 
that of the professionals, with all their 
frills and variations, is the best educa- 
tional path for the children of this country. 

It is evident we will make a mistake if 
we try to patch up the present system in 
Georgia. If it is patched the day of col- 
lapse is merely postponed. If the surgery 
is done then the people will respond. But 
to offer merely a plea for “more funds” 
for more buildings and more teachers does 
not guarantee our children will be taught. 

What we somehow must get the pro- 
fessionals to do is to produce teachers who 
can teach. Even they will admit the pres- 
ent system of mass production of teachers 
has produced too few teachers worthy of 
the name. 

It is disturbingly significant that most 
of the talk has been of buildings, school 
buses and salaries and almost fione about 
teaching itself. Before the vote on the 
referendum the GEA seemed unconcerned 
with the great number of admittedly un- 
trained teachers and what would happen 
to them if the referendum passed. 

We want to support a plan for paying 
teachers better salaries, for building 
needed schools and equipping them. We 
want to support a plan to eliminate the 
present wasteful school] bus system. But 
we want the plan to be one which will 
have eliminated all the many vermiform 
appendices the professionals have allowed 
to grow on the educational system. And 
we want a plan which will provide teach- 
ers to go into the buildings to teach the 
children hauled in the busses. 


How To Build Up Georgia 


In a time when failures are upon our 
heart and conscience here in Georgia, it is 
gratifying to come upon the story of the 
award of the Robert Strickland Agricul- 
tural Memorial prize to the Farmers Bank 
at Monroe, Ga. 


A plaque and the opportunity to select 
a student in its area to receive a $1,000 
agricultural scholarship was presented 
C. R. Bradford, President of the Monroe 
bank. John A. Sibley, of the Trust Com- 
pany of Georgia, where Robert Strickland 
achieved so much for agriculture, said of 
the award: 4 


“The Farmers Bank of Monroe has 
built up a strong and sound agricultural 
department. The head of that department 
is a graduate in agriculture of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia. Over the last few years 
the bank has financed in the county 42 
new dairymen and others are in the proc- 
ess of being started. In 1944 the county 
had only six dairymen and now it has 52. 


“A new industry has developed in the 
county through the efforts and leadership 
of the Farmers Bank, an industry that 
brings in new sources of revenue, that fits 
in with a soil-building program. * The bank 
has co-operated with the County Agent in 


organizing the Walton County Dairy Asso- 
ciation, a very active organization which 
meets once each month. This organiza- 
tion enables the dairy industry to bring 
specialists in various phases of dairying 
to discuss the dairyman’s problems. 

“The bank has not overlooked the 
young people or their importance, work- 
ing closely with the County Agent and 
the vocational agricultural teachers, the 
bank has made 21 loans for registered 
Jersey heifers to 4-H Club members and 
15 loans for beef calf projects during 
1948. The bank has encouraged farmers 
to add beef herds to their farm enterprise 
and has made loans for establishing per- 
manent pastures and encouraged them to 
take advantage of the AAA Soil Conserva- 
tion Program, has recently made a study 
of the broiler business and is now financ- 
ing several growers in that business.” 

That is a success story. Multiplied, as 
it can be by banks, businesses and individ- 
uals working sincerely at it, it means even- 
tually Georgia will cease to report major 
failures and will move from far down in 
the lists of accomplishments by States to 
‘those at the top. We congratulate the 
bank at Monroe and the splendid county 


it serves so well.

A Nervous City 
On Easter Sunday — 


On Easter Sunday a few carefully selected 
Christians were allowed by Arabs to enter into 
the old city of Jerusalem and make their way up 
the “Way of Sorrow” tojthe old church on the hill. 

On the day the frail and gentle man in the Vatican, Pope Pius 
XII, published an appeal that Israel guarantee the holy places in 
the new state and make of Jerusalem an international city. 

The new Jewish State is willing that the old city should be 
internationalized, but refuses—and properly, I think—to throw in 
the new city. The Arabs will agree to making all of Jerusalem 


international, but not merely the old. 

Cit The Jews want the city and the site of the temple as their 
Y capital. The Christians revere it equally as the city where 
Christ worked and taught, died and lived again. 

The Arabs, although they revere it, do not wish it as their 
capital. It is to them a holy city, where Mohammet worked some 
of his wonders. Indeed, it is second only to Mecca. But they do 
not wish it as a capital. Great things are happening in the Arab 

"world. We are almost sure to have a merger between Syria and 
Abdullah’s Trans-Jordan and that part of Palestine not awarded the 
State of Israel. If that happens Damascus will be the likely capital. 

But Jerusalem,*where for Jew, Christian and Arab there are 
deep and emotional religious ties, remains as it always has been—a 
SEvORA uneasy, excited city, seeming always to be awaiting a 
storm. 


There, too, one may see the irony of life that may be 
seen in almost any home or city, large or small. A man

may stand at the speaker’s place before a great audience and de-. 


mand that all others join him in making the United Nations work, 
and, when the speech is finished, go home to a domestic situation 
in which hate and mistrust and lack of confidence are dominant. 
Ministers stood in pulpits last week and condemned the Atlantic 
Pact, saying the way to neace was through religion and the United 
Nations. Yet, had any one of them set to work trying to prevail 
upon all the various religious sects to drop their own sovereignty 
and submit to the authority of one conimittee there would have 
been failure in organizing people committed to Christianity. Edi- 
tors write heavily of the United Nations who cannot solve smaller 
—e of clashing personalities and prejudices in their own 
cities. , 

We must find a way to make the idea of the United Nations 
work. And before we can do this we must solve the nagging, small 
problems of the Italian colonies, of Trieste, of Tangier, and of 


Jerusalem. 

Don’t For the traveler whose mind and spirit are stirred 
by a sense of history, I would urge going to Palestine. 

For those Christians whose faith and acceptance of Christianity 

are bound up in the life, death and Resurrection of Christ as 

imagined from the Bible, I would say, “Go anywhere else, but 

do not go to Palestine.”’ 

Nothing annoyed me more, on visits there, than most of the 
so-called Holy places. The street the Pilgrims trod on Easter, the 
“Via Dolorosa” leading up to Calvary, is not the way Christ went 
on that hideous, painful day when the cross was put across His 
back and the crown of thorns pressed upon His brow. 

Buried The city of Jerusalem has been destroyed five times 
since the dreadful day of the crucifixion and the glowing 
day when’ the tomb was opened and man. granted immortality. 
The way He trod on that way of grief lies buried beneath some 
12 or 15 feet of rubble and soil that were the old Jerusalem. 
For about 300 years the Roman legions camped on the hills and 
the rains and the winds took their toll in soil and terrain. The 
“way” may not lead even up the same hill. “None can certify it, 
for sure, as the true one. So it is with most of the holy places. 
Only two, Bethlehem and the Sea of Galilee, are firmly fixed. 
i found myself, on visits there, enormously impatient with all 
this. They did not matter, these old hills and the old paths. What 
mattered was the teaching, the facts of His life, the philosophy, 
the faith and the power of it. The formalism of jealous sects, 
repeating over and over their idea of the worship of God, while 
all about them lay misery and poverty to which they never lifted 
their eyes, seemed somehow symbolic of the rest of the world. 


_ The present “old” Jerusalem, the fifth since Christ, is a dark, 
dirty city of narrow streets. The modern city is as modern as 
Miami, Atlanta, Washington, or New York. Of all the new and 
beautifel Jewish cities, such as Tel-Aviv or Haifa, Jerusalem is the 
soundest. There are many fine homes, colleges, churches, schools 
and one of the most magnificent Y. M. C. A.s in the world. Prac- 
tically all the “holy places” are in the Ar:> or “old” city. 

Pilgrims will always want to go there. 


But, Christianity must be something more than a looking back. 
Who controls the city isn’t so important. The important thing is 
the meaning and the command of what happened there. If we 
can look forward enough we can make the UN and our own lives 
productive of peace.

WASHINGTON—President Truman’s impromptu visit to the Senate chamber the other day—the 
third such informal appearance he has made in the halls of Congress since becoming Chief Execu- 
tive—illustrates a human quality that may well account for the surprising upset he won at the polls 


last November.

a man whois natural in his behavior and normal in his impulses.’Mr. Truman is 
. On the fourth anniversary of his accession to the White House it was natural for 


Mr. Truman to think of his old association with the Senate, where he had served for ten years. In his 
mind there naturally turned over the memory of that historic day, back on April 12, 1945, when he 


was suddenly catapulted into the Presidency by 
the death of Franklin D, Roosevelt. 

He must have remembered vividly going to 
Speaker of the House Sam Rayburn’s office in 
the afternoon, there to be handed a highball 
and to be informed at the same time that an 
urgent call had preceded him, telling him to get 
in touch with the White House immediately. 
He must have recalled the cryptic message from 
Steve Early to come to the White House at once 
—quietly and without delay. He remembered 
the long ride down Pennsylvania Avenue from 
the Capito] to the White House, his mind filled 
all the while with strange forebodings of the 


- momentous news that awaited him 


~ And remembering these historic details 
on the fourth anniversary of his succession 
to the Presidency, he naturally had an .im- 
pulse to go back to the scene where it all 
started. And so he went out to the Senate 
to have lunch with his old cronies, Repub- 
licans and Democrats alike. And after the 
luncheon he had an impulse to visit the Sen- 
ate chamber again, not with the pomp and 
dignity of a forma) appearance but just as 
Harry S. Truman, of Missouri. It. was a 
schoolboy impulse, such as men in their later 
mature years are wont to have. 


The President did just that. Quietly and 


without fanfare he stole into the chamber and 
took up a seat in the rear row, near the area he 
had been assigned when he first came to the 
Senate some fourteen years ago. He was being 
natural. And he was being natural again a few 
moments later when, after being quickly recog- 
nized by the presiding officer and called upon to 
speak, he rose to his feet and told in a simple 
way the thoughts that had been crowding into 
his mind that day. 

- Twice before Mr. Truman had done a similar 
thing. He slipped into the House chamber last 
January when a joint session was being held to 
count the electoral vote from the November 
election. .Then he paused long enough to re- 


ee, 
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‘mark: “It looks like I’m ahead.” Prior to that 
he drifted into the Senate chamber in July,1947, 
just to sit for a while in his old seat. Sen. Van- 
denberg, of Michigan, who was presiding, halted 
the proceedings to announce that “the ex-Senator 
from Missouri” was present and would be recog- 
nized for five minutes. The President did not 
take all of the time allotted him in this break 
of Senatc precedents, but he did deliver a few 
nostalgic remarks before moving on. 

Prior to Mr. Truman’s time it was a rare thing 
for a President to go to the Capitol except on 
formal state occasions. Social] visits of the kind 
he makes have been unknown since the days of 
Thomas Jefferson. Not until Woodrow Wilson 
revived the custom of “delivering messages to 
Congress in person had any President since John 
Adams visited the legislative halls of the Capi- 
tol. Even President Harding, who moved from 
the Senate to the White House, held himself 
rigidly aloof from such visits. 


But President Truman has gone to the 
Capitel a score or more times on informal 
visits entirely disassociated from his state 
duties. He seems to run out every week or 
se for a luncheon or a visit with Speaker 
Rayburn or Leslie Biffle, Secretary of the 
Senate, whose offices just off the chamber 
are a gathering point for Senators. 


It is a human thing to do and the contacts 
Mr. Truman makes endears him to individual 
members of Congress. It takes the edge off the 
traditional brawls between Congress and the 
White House and between Democrats and Repub- 
licans. During those gatherings the President

In 1914, when war broke out in Europe, Charles M. Lincoln was 
managing editor of the New York Morning World, and I was a 
young squirt with more gall than brains, which doesn’t mean I had 
too much gail, either. We were just starting in the syndicate busi- 


a and hardly had our heads above water. Mr. Lincoln sent 
or me. 

“We want you to do a job for us,” he said. ‘Will you see Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and offer him $3,000 a week to go to Europe as a 
war correspondent?” 

“In case he accepts, where does the $3,000 come from?” I asked 
cautiously. : 

“The World will underwrite it,” he assured me. “You see, we 
had a row with him and can’t approach him direct. There is one 
oe you make a deal, the World is to get the New York 
rights.” 

When T. R. was President, as I recall it, he made Joseph Pulitzer, 
publisher of the World, a member of his famous Ananias Club, 
and Teddy was a committee of one to pass on and elect all candi- 


dates. : 

Old Charlie MacDonald used to do the same 
Ananias Club ‘thing for years at the National Golf Links, a 
very exclusive club. A friend of mine, named George Buckley, was 
in the bar with MacDonald one night. He took a bite out of the 
glass when he finished a drink, One thing led to another until] my 
friend ate up practically all the glassware in the joint. MacDonald 
was so impressed he made him a member on the spot, although 
there was a long waiting list. This was not true of the Ananias 
Club—no waiting list. You got in it unless you swallowed your 
words, syllable by syllable, if T. R. didn’t like them—not glass. 


Through Charles Scribner, the book publisher whém I knew, I 
made an appointment to see. the ex-President at Oyster Bay, Long 
Island. He greeted me characteristically with a gyin and cordiality 
in the famous trophy room with lions, tigers and other stuffed 
animals staring at me. I explained my mission, trying to sugar- 
coat it a little by suggesting he go abroad as an observer and send 
back stories when he felt so inclined, realizing this would probably 
be every day. He thought a minute before answering and then 
replied: 

“No, I couldn’t do it, because I think it would reflect on the 


. dignity of this country and the position I have held.” 


“In that case,” I suggested, “why don’t you write a series of 
articles for us on the lessons this country should learn from the 
war?”

cat In a week’s time, John McGrath, Roosevelt’s 

Ranck Decision secretary, delivered four finished articles and 
said there would be 12 in the series. We hadn’t discussed terms, 
so I went to see him again, and he readily agreed to a guarantee of 
$1,000 an article against 60 percent, low compared to Churchill, 

I was pretty pleased when | reported the results to Mr. Lincoln 
and very disappointed when he turned the series down for the 
World next day. Then I went to see Bradford Merrill, general 
manager of the Hearst papers, but he was abroad, and T. V. Ranck, 
who was taking his place, blackballed the offer. By this time I was 
worried, until C V. Van Anda, managing editor of The New York 
Times and a great newspaperman, even if he hadn’t- bought the 
series, signed a contract.

WASHINGTON—Here are two statements which shed light on the temper of 


our times. 
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purpose of this is

The first is from the bitter diatribe of 
Andrei A. Gromyko, Russian Deputy Foreign 
Minister, before the United Nations General 
Assembly attacking the North Atlantic Pact. 
The second is from a speech in the House by 
Rep. Clarence Cannon, Demograt, Missouri, | 
Chairman of the Appropriations Committee. 
The speeches were delivered at almost the 
same. time in New York and Washington, re- 
spectively. 


Mr. Cannon assumed the role of “Little Sir 
Echo.” All that Moscow had to do was to quote 
the Missouri Congressman right alongside Mr. 
Gromyko, without comment. The quote from 
Rep. Cannon was. as published in the Congres- 
sional Record. What he really said on the floor, 
as quoted in the newspapers, was much more 
blunt. But he toned down his language in revis- 
ing his speech for the record. 

What he said on the floor, as reported, was: 
“We must hit Moscow and every other city in 
Russia within one week after the next war starts 
—and with land-based planes. ... With the sign- 
ing of the Atlantic Treaty we have the bases. 
hee wa, need now is the planes to deliver the 

mbs. 


The Missouri Congressman was making 
an argument for land-based bombers as 
against carrier-based bombers during con- 
sideration of the sixteen billion dollar bill for 
Army, Navy and Air Force, of which he had 
charge as Appropriations Committee Chair- 
man. Earlier he had said that military ex- 
perts agree that Russia would occupy the en-

But if 
people with responsible positions who are 
supposed to know about our policies—which 
includes generals and admirals and such 
congressional leaders as Rep. Cannon—keep 
up this sort of stuff, we'll talk ourselves 
into a war if we aren’t careful.

Dewey 
Short, a Republican, also from Missouri, who dif- 
fered with Rep. Cannon about the relative values 
of various implements of war, remarked sagely 
that “our fellow Missourian, Omar Bradley, I 
think, perhaps knows a little more about mili- 
tary strategy than the gentleman and myself 
combined.”

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America’s Flirtation With Franco Spain 


Another of those mysterious anonymous 
“spokesmen,” who seem better informed on 
American foreign policy than the State Depart- 
ment itself dves, announces from Madrid that 
the United States is considering a loan to Spain 
“to prevent collapse of the Franco regime.” This 
change of policy, the spokesman explains, is 
part of the United States’ program for “keeping 
Communism out of Western Europe.” | 

The increasing number of these nameless 
heralds of a changing American policy is bound 
to arouse some suspicion that a campaign to 
reconcile Americans to the apparent inevita- 
bility of aid to Franco is being conducted from 
Spain. If the spokesmen are unconnected with 
and disapproved by the State Department, its 
position should be made clear. But if the De- 
partment is tacitly supporting this change for 
reasons of expediency which it feels justify a 
policy reversal, why does it not say so openly, 
at home? The issue is important and contro- 
versial. 


A majority of Americans still dislike and 
disapprove of France and have not been im- 
pressed by the arguments so far advanced 
for supporting his regime with cash and the 
prestige of recognition. Back-door tactics, and 
these include the six-month Chase Bank loan 
to Spain which would scarcely have been 
made without State Department permission, 
allow for no open discussion and must indi- 
cat. to foreigners that we are ashamed of 
the virtues of expediency even as we put 
them te use.

Idealism is p2rhaps too strong a word for the 
distaste. felt by ordinarily decent people at the 
thought of Franco as an ally. But putting aside 
idealism or distaste, does expediency alone pro- 
duce_a cast-iron argument for tossing billions 
into bankrupt Spain? To our mind it does not. 


Spain has no Communist Party now. In spite 
of assiduous propaganda to the contrary, there 
has never been a Spanish Communist Party worth 
a second thought. Even among the predomi- 
nantly Socialist exiles living in misery in France 
and Mexico, Communist influence is virtually 
non-existent. 


We do not need to spend a penny in Spain 
to prop up the corrupt and dying Franco ma- 
chine as an alternative to the seizure of 
power by hidden Communist hordes. 


Then there is the question of military use- 
fulness. Franco has geography as his most pow- 
erful ally. But any outside army seeking to use 
that alliance must first rebuild the Spanish high- 
way and the Spanish railways, at vir- 
tually incalculable cost. 


The mountain roads are dilapidated and in- 
adequate for military traffic. Railways are in 
dangerously bad condition. The boasted “finest 
army in Europe” which supposedly would put a 
million trained men as reinforcements for Ameri- 
can troops, if any ever have the misfortune to 
have to fight in Spain, consists actually of around 
350,000 conscripts. Impartial observers describe it 
as corrupt, shabby, uninstructed in modern 
methods and virtually unequipped. 


The gleam in the eyes of our generals 
and their congressional admirers derives 
almost soley from wishful thinking plus a 
study of the Spanish terrain. To reinforce 
those mountain peaks we should have te 
spend billions on supplies, equipment, train- 
ing, airfields and a communications system. 


While doing this we should have to swallow 
the arrogance of our newest and least creditable 
partner, who is already laying down the condi- 
tions under which Spain might be prevailed 
upon to accept American aid. We should have 
frightened and alienated every Western Euro- 
pean .democracy and have committed ourselves 
irrevocably to the rebuilding and perpetuation of 
the last moth-eaten outpost of Fascism in Europe.

Winston Churchill sounded the 
tocsin, as usual, in his speech at 
Boston on the occasion of the mid- 
century convocation of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. 

Churchill, sonorously eloquent, 
is the most gifted orator of his 
time. It can be said of him what 
Mark Twain wrote of Robert In- 
gersoll in a letter to his wife: 
“Lordy, Libby, how the molten 
silver flows from his tongue, What 
an organ is human speech, when 
it is played by a master.” 

One reason Churchill’s speeches 
are so effective and ring with 
such sincerity and authority is 
that they are his own. The last 
American statesman to write his 
own speeches was Woodrow Wil- 
son. It has become the custom for 
Presidents to deliver canned 
speeches. Experts are employed— 
sometimes batteries of them—to 
concoct one speech. Ghost writers 
even generate ideas for Presidents 
impoverished in thought. 

President Roosevelt was a past 
master at dramatizing the other 
fellow’s thunder, but he was pri- 
marily the actor.

139,000Preachers 


Reports at the last change of 
the moon were that 139,000 
preachers reside in the United 
States, with 2,000 more standing 
in line. Knowing preachers as he 
does, this reporter finds it an in- 
teresting picture to meditate upon. 


With a population of 148,000,-) 


000, we have one preacher }for 
every 1,064 and small fraction of 
saints and sinners for each par- 
son to weep over and expound 
the gospei to. Not all of ,these 
139,000 parsons were born with 
silver spoons in their months. Not 
all of them wear long-tailed coats. 
Some of them wear no coats at 
all. None of them wear long, 
red underwear, and a sprinkling 
of them wear only shir: fronts, 
while a goodly number wear col- 
lars. So far as observed, none of 
them wear torn shirts. Of the 
139,000 preachers, only a small 
percentage of them are rated as 
professionals. 


Salaries for the brethren range 
all the way from minus nothing to 
$25,000 per year. As to diet, the 
ministerial brethren have a yaried 
menu. Comparatively few eat T- 
bone steaks, and rarely does one 
of them call for caviar. Center cuts 
of ham, at $1.28 per pound, are 
rarely found on the dining table 
of preachers’ homes, while great 
numbers of them are very familiar 
with sowbelly as the piece de re- 
sistance at eating time. 

Varied opinions are held as to 
the value of preachers. Some peo- 
ple consider them a nuisance, 


, worthless, harmful and merely a 


‘big assemblage of parasites. Some 
intimate that 139,000 preachers are 
just that many ruined hoe hands, 


‘fodder-pullers or cotton-pickers. 


Say what you will about the 
139,000 American preachers, every 
last one of them is some mother’s 
child, trying to be good, do good 
‘and preach what he thinks is 
‘truth. There probably are some 
‘stuffed shirts among the parsons; 
‘but most of them are really work- 
‘ing at the job, and some of them 
can cry over the sinner lost and 
undone. 


That’s enough about the preach- 
ers for this time. At another time 
we will take up the matter again, 
and in a more serious vein.

The revelation climaxes a 12- 
year study by a Nobel Prize win- 
ner, among others, and was made 
formally by Dr. Samuel Graff, a 
Columbia associate professor of 
biochemistry, at the fortieth an- 
nual meeting of the American As- 
sociation for Cancer research in 
Detroit. 


Breast cancer in mice closely re- 
sembles human breast cancer, com- 
monest form of the. disease; But 
Dr. Graff emphasized that his te 
port was concerned only with can- 
cer in the mouse and not in the 
human. 


The Columbia cancer team, stat- 


ing definitely for the first time 
that breast cancer in mice is (1) 
caused by a virus, and (2) trans- 
mitted from thé female animal to 
offspring -hrough the milk, an- 
nounced that it is already at work 
seeking means of immunizing and 
treating the breast cancer they can 
vat transmit in mice almost at 
will.

Colombia 
Battle Toll 
Feared 30 


BOGOTA,, Colombia — (UP) — 
Soldiers clashed with some 200 
armed civilians in a bloody battle 
a few miles northeast of here, the 
Government announced last night. 

The clash occurred in the out- 
skirts of a village in Boyaca Prov- 
inte, which had been sacked and 
burned by the raiders before the 
army intervened. 

First reports reaching here indi- 
cated that 30 to 40 persons may 
have been killed in the encounter, 
although an official announce- 
ment from Tunja, the provincial 
capital, said that only one soldier 
was killed and “several” soldiers 
and civilians injured. 

Houses and plantations in the 
village of Chita, inhabited mainly 
by members of the Conservative 
Party, were burned in the attack.

Conservatives in the vicinity were 
preparing a reprisal attack on the 
Liberal village of El Cocuy. 

President Mariano Ospina Perez 
telegraphed orders from Medellin, 
the mountain city where he was 
spending Easter, to the War Min- 
istry demanding the immediate!

them.”

WASHINGTON — (/) — The 
American Red Cross has topped 
its 1949 fund-raising goal of $60.,- 
000,000, E. Roland Harriman, 
Chairman of the national drive, 
said last night. 

Harriman reported the total sub- 
scribed is $62,200,000. He said sev- 
eral chapters, including New York 
and Los Angeles, still have not at- 
tained their local quotas. 

“The oversubscription realized 
by the vast majority of chapters,” 
he said, “in no way diminishes the 
need for completing the campaign 
in each locality.” 

Harriman said the money will 
be used “for continuing service to 
men in the armed forces and to 
war veterans, together with their 
families; for relief and rehabilita- 
tion in time of disaster; for con- 
tinuing the important work of the 
organization’s new national blood 
program; and for traditional Red 
Cross activities in the health, 
safety and educational fields.”

The farmer who keeps his 


livestock on pastures through- 


out the year doesn’t have any worry about vitamins. Nor 
about protein, energy or minerals. They are all in the pas- 
ture if it is properly taken care of, and if it is green at all

Many farmers worry about the 
lack of Vitamin A in the grass 
when it turns brown i the Fall 
and well they might, for this vita- 
min does play out under those 
conditions.

| and in each case the bull was kept 
in the barn and fed on concen- 
trates, grain and hay. Within two 
years he became impotent. When 
he was here on our pastures he 
was vigorous and potent and sired 
many calves. 

We consulated the experts and 
all recommended ascorbic acid 
and wheat germ oil. Some rec- 
ommended certain hormones but 
they stressed the use of Vitamin 
C and Vitamin E. 

The point is that year-round, 
weatherproof pasture farmers no 
only have easier farming and 
cheaper farming but they have 
less breeding troubles, also.

500,000 acres still produce about 
one-third of its capacity in timber. 
The balance is in land utilization 
projects and National forests. 

Practically all the area of the 
Limestone Valley lies in the water- 
shed of the Coosa River system. 
Planting of perennial grasses and 
legumes in necessary to stabilize 
all roadside cuts, fills and ditches 
in order to implement a flood con- 
trol program.

GAINESVILLE—There’s a new 
kind of gold in “them thar hills” 
of Northeast Georgia—in the form 
of broilers and laying hens.

Au- 
thoritative observers predict that 
the industry will hit the $40,000,- 
000 mark this year, despite a 
greater-than-normal  after-Christ- 
mas slump in broiler prices.

The large-breasted broilers pro 
duced in North Georgia are un 
surpassed in quality anywhere in 
the country, according to H. H. 
Alp, Southeastern representative 
on the Poultry Committee of the 
National Farm Bureau Federation, 
who has just completed a study 
of the industry in this section. 

Much of the credit for pioneer 
ing the industry is due J. D. 
Jewell, of Gainesville, now the 
largest distributor of dressed poul- 
try in the Southeast. 

The principal source of credit 
for the industry is furnished by 
the feed dealers. They sell the 
farmer the baby chicks and take a 
mortgage note, then furnish feeds 
and other supplies and charge 
them to the farmer’s account. 
When the chicks are ready for 
market at about 12 weeks, the 
dealer buys the broilers, credits 
the farmer’s account and pays him 
the difference, which is his “labor 
profit.” 

The average labor profit on 1, 
000 broilers is estimated to be 
about $194. The average farm 
family can look after 6,000 chicks 
each three months or about three 
flocks a year at a total annual 
labor profit of about $3,500. 

The annual labor profit from 
1,000 laying hens is estimated at 
a little better than $4,000, includ- 
ing sale of the hens following the 
productive period of about eight 
months.
